For the New Program of The 
Gettysburg Chamber of 
Commerce; Send Along 
Some More. 


Gettysbung, Pa., October 18, 1926. 
Editor, The Gettysburg Times:— 
Sir:—Have read with interest 
the various solutions offered rela­ 
tive to the problem confronting 
the G ettysburg Chamber of Com­ 
merce and herewith give play to 
the urge of my personal views on 
the subject. 
Until the people of Gettysburg 
as a 
whole and the business 
houses "in particular support the 
Chamber <Jf Commerce at least 
morally and financially no pro­ 
gram at all is possible. A certain 
time should be set for membership 
dues to be paid and every one do­ 
ing business in Gettysburg should 
pay their dues at the beginning 
of the year, this money to be used 
in arranging programs for holi­ 
days, getting conventions to town 
and taking care of routine ex­ 
penses. 
In addition to the dues, the 
business houses of town which 
are particularly interested in the 
tourist trade should subscribe a 
fund for advertising 
This wou’d 
include the hotels, hanks, garages 
restaurants, souvenir stores, *tc., 
as better results would obtain 
from 
centralized 
advertising 
which would benefit all at the 
lowest possible cost. 
This would 
eliminate the justifiable kick from 
the small merchant who pays the 
same dues as the big fellow' and 
who does not benefit as greatly or 
directly us the big fellow’. Under 
these conditions the officers and 
directors of the Chamber would 
he enabled to lay out a program 
for the year and have the funds 
to carry on. 
W ith every business woman and 
man in Gettysburg a fully paid 
up member of the Chamber and 
with an advertising fund provid­ 
ed by those directly interested in 
the tourist trade there is bound 
to be plenty of interest shown in 
the Chamber. 
Until the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is at least given 
a decent opportunity to function 
we should give ihem the benefit of 
the doubt. 
Let the directors of the Cham­ 
ber set a date when all dues shall 
be paid and publish the names of 
the Members so that the people of 
Gettysburg may know who of 
their merchants and business peo­ 
ple are really interested in boom­ 
ing the town and have a commit­ 
tee see the banks, hotels and con­ 
cerns directly interested inYotnist 
trade relative to an advertising 
fund which would tend to bring 
business to town and attract the 
attention of manufacturers with 
the view’ of locating factories in 
tow-n. 
If the majority of the people do 
not respond and the necessary 
funds are not forthcoming then I 
say forget it and be satisfied to 
pick up the pennies that are acci­ 
dentally dropped until such time 
as the slacking up of business 
opens the eyes of sufficient people 
to force joint action in self de­ 
fense. That old saying still holds 
good: “United we stand, divided 
we fall.”

association in Adams county. 
“Adams fs now the 
leading 
fruit 
county of the . tate and should set 
pace in this matter of a horticultural 
association, as in other matters that 
benefit the fruit industry. 
The near­ 
est competitors are York county with 
425.000 apple trees and Franklin with 
385.000 trees. 
Adams county has 
597.000 apple trees. 
“The future of the industry looks 
brighter now than for several years. 
The United States Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics states ‘as a long 
term outlook, the apple industry ap­ 
pears to have turned the comer.’ 
We 
cannot and should not expect a return 
to t he inflated va lues or—the— bo-im 
years of 
1885-1890, 
1905-1910, and 
1918-1919, but we can reasonably ex­ 
pect a fair return on the investment 
This is no time to neglect the apple 
orchard. 
“A county association could help the 
growers meet the sharp competition 
that they will face during tile next 
fifteen years. New York, Washington 
and the Cumberland-Shenandoah re­ 
gion, from 
Harrisburg 
to Stanton, 
Virginia, art* fighting for supremacy 
in the apple world. 
Washington has 
reached its peak, but New York is 
holding its own. 
We will have to lay 
hold of all the information we can 
get, on better methods of growing and 
marketing, if we are to become ‘the 
apple bin of the East.’ 
Competition 
from citrus fruits and canned fruits 
is becoming keener every year. 
The 
apple 
industry is 
gradually losing 
ground to them. 
There is need of or­ 
ganized 
nation-wide 
advertising of 
the 
apple. 
A 
county 
association 
should help develop sentiment in this 
direction. 
“Many local problems need to be 
considered at 
meetings 
of 
Adams 
county fruit growers. 
Pest control is 
far from perfect, there is much room 
for improvement in cultural practice, 
the possibilities for diversification are 
worth considering and there is rn >re 
room for improvement in grading and 
marketing. There are many points of 
common interest, on auy of these sub­ 
jects, which it would be an advantage 
to consider together in public meet­ 
ing. 
Urges Cooperation 
“Adams county fruit is not proper­ 
ly advertised. 
This county is not 
known in the fruit world as it should 
be, largely because the growers are 
not 
pulling 
together. 
Frederick 
county, Virginia, is naturally not as 
good a fruit county a^Adama county; 
yet it is well advertised by its coun­ 
ty fruit 
growers 
association, 
and 
buyers flock to it. 
We need a booster 
organization for Adams county. 
In 
the fruit organization of such an as­ 
sociation two points are important. 
“First, it should be strictly educa­ 
tional. There should be no buying or 
selling, as an organization. 
Quarter­ 
ly meetings should be held, solely for 
the purpose of discussing topics that 
are of interest to all the members. 


“Second, it should command the sup­ 
port of all the growers, not merely a 
small group. 
It is probably unavoid­ 
able that there shall be sharp lines 
of cleavage in the business interests 
associated with Adams county* fruit 
growing, and 
group 
interests that 
appear to be 
conflicting, but these 
should not appear in such an organi­ 
zation. A house divided against itself 
cannot stand. 
“A county whose fruit growers can­ 
not pull together for the advancement 
of the industry eventually will fall 
behind in competitions with more pro­ 
gressive and less factional counties 
and deserves to. 
The supremacy of 
Adams county among the apple grow­ 
ing counties of the state is threatened 
by a continuation of the inaction and 
Tack of cohesion which has h°en edi- 
dent the last few years. 
The time 
has come for a change.”
